from the tax blanks, They
should write their checks with
this fact in mind.”

The principal manufacturing
building on the 27-acre site is a
360 ft. by 180 ft. onestory con-
crete and ‘steel structure with
66,000 square feet of floor area.
Other buildings Include a weld-
ing and fabri¢ating shop, car-
penter shop, cafeteria, garage
and structures housing compres.
sors, boilers and oil storage.

The new Natlonal Electric fac-
tory also has a two-story office
building with 13,400 square feet
of floor area., The plant was
erected in 1928 by the Hydril
Corp. and has been occupied by
the Hendy firm since 1942,

Robinson said that while it is
still too early to analyze plant
personnel requirements, several
hundred persons ultimately will
be employed by National Elec-
